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YEAR’S SALE 
OF ‘OLIVES 
SETS RECORD 


PORTERVILLE, July 23 — The 
new Independent Olive Growers 
of California now control 57 per 
cent of the free fresh olives pro- 
duced in California, it was stated 
this week by Ed. Olson, of Porter- 
ville, secretary-manager of the or- 


ganization. 
But while this figure represents 


progress for the group that was 
formed in Porterville and Lindsay 
last winter, a record sale of olives 
this season, plus an unusually 
light crop coming up presents 
problems, Olson says. 

Sale of more than 2,200,000 cas- 
es of olives this year will amount 
to the greatest volume of sale in 
the history of olive industry, Olson 
says. This will leave approximate- 
ly an 800,000 case holdover, but 
estimate of only 1,050,000 cases of 
canning olives this season from 
the lightest crop in 10 years 
means that the abundance of last 
season will turn to a shortage this 
season.

nounced that he will resign from the board September 15. 


“Tt has been a pleasure to serve 
the people of the First district and 
the county generally,’ Moore says. 
“T have enjoyed it, even though at 
times extreme demands have been 
made on the board of supervisors 
and we have had to work under 
considerable pressure. 

“But that’s part of the job, and 
certainly I want to thank all of 
those friends who have supported 
me and assisted me in in the past. 
I believe the county is in fine 
condition, perhaps the finest in its 
history. We have modern build- 
ings, we are financially sound, we 
have streamlined county adminis- 
tration and we have excellent per- 
sonnel throughout the county or- 
ganization.” 

Moore complimented former su- 
pervisors and former county offi- 
cials for ‘laying a foundation for 
the present,’”’ and he paid tribute 
to the men who have served with 
him on the board. 


“Because of the efforts of many 
people, over a period of years, Tu- 
lare county is respected by offi- 
cials of other counties as being 
abreast of the times. And certain- 
ly we gained respect when, in 
1955, we refused to accept the ar- 
bitrary assessment practices that 
the state board of equalization at-

“Tulare county fought the case 
in court, and won; 13 other coun- 
ties in a similar situation acquies- 
ed to the state board; one of these 
counties, as a result, received an 
assessment increase of 62 per cent 
in one year.” 

Establishing of a county admin- 
istrator is listed by Moore as oné 
of the greatest advancements the 
county has made in the stream- 
lining of government and the in- 
creasing of governmental efficien- 
cy. By developing facts on which 
the board of supervisors can make 
decisions, and by acting as a lia- 
son between county departments 
and the board, the administrator 
has proved that his job is needed 
and is justified, Moore believes. 
He does not favor, however, the 
county. manager form of govern- 
ment. 

Moore was first elected to the 
board of supervisors in the 1948 
election year and took office in 
January, of 1949, after serving 
three years on the Porterville high 
school board of trustees. Two 
years later he was elected chair- 
man of the county board, and has 
been reelected two years 
since. 

For several years he has been 
active on the tax committee of the 
California Supervisors’ association, 
and served as chairman of that 
committee during the 1958-59 
year.

Marian Guthrie has sent in the 
recipe, although she says she has 
not tried it. yet, but it must be 
good, since it was presented at a 
recent general council meeting of 
the Amerjcan National Cow Belles, 
and comes from the Montana State 
College Experimental Cookery 
class. 

Here’s the way you do it: 

2 cups white sugar 

1 cup brown sugar 

% cup corn syrup 


3 T butter 

% cup milk or water 

% eup finely ground cooked 
beef (firmly packed) 

Have Ready: 

¥% cup broken nut meats or 
coconut 

1 t vanilla 


Combine ingredients and cook 
slowly to 241 degrees. 

Cool to 120 degrees or less be- 
fore beating 

Beat with electric beater until 
creamy 

Add vanilla and chopped nuts 

Variation: 

Add 1% squares of chocolate 

(without stirring) just before 

cooling. The chocolate melts 

as the candy cools.

Claude Rouch has been su-

Sequoia Crest lies along the 
east-west ridge that comes off Jor- 
dan peak. The subdivision ig 
reached from Highway 190, with 
turnoff just above Camp Nelson. 

Within the home site area are 
points overlooking the entire 
north fork of the middle fork of 
the Tule river, and on down across 
the San Joaquin valley; toward 
the north lie Mt. Maggie and Mt. 
Moses, and, up the Tule river can- 
yon, the high ridge that marks! 
the boundary of Sequoia National 
park. 

Sequoia Crest is surrounded by 
the Sequoia National forest; many 
winter sports enthusiasts are fa- 
miliar with the area, since the 
Rouchs took in a number of ski- 
ing parties during the winter 
months several years ago. 

Home site lots in the subdivi- 
sion vary from a quarter to a half 
acre in size. Many have Redwood 
trees on them, or near them; an 
excellent stand of pines cover the 
area, 

Tract development plans call for 
a community store, lodge, service 
station, swimming pool, tennis 
courts, pack station, installation 
of electricity and other items to 
make Sequoia Crest a year around 
resort. Winter sport facilities 
are planned for the 9,400-foot

L. A. Rozzoni States The Issues 
Involved In Compulsory Unionism; 


Signs Point Towar

We in Farm Bureau are opposed 
to compulsory unionism. But just 
where will this opposition lead? 
To Washington? To Sacramento? 
To the farms of our state and na- 
tion? 

Although labor problems have 
existed from the time one hu- 
man being first worked for an- 
other, never before in the history 
of this country have the farmers— 
employers of agricultural workers 
— been faced with an all-out ef- 
fort by the AFL-CIO to unionize 
farm workers. 

There have been attempts by 
various unions in the past 50 years 
to organize agricultural labor, but 
because of the lack of interest on 
the part of the workers, these ef- 
forts have failed. 

It is difficult for many of us 
engaged in farming and the hiring 
of farm workers to understand 
why labor union organizers have 
singled oui California as the place 
to launch their campaign. It is 
known throughout the nation that 
agricultural workers in this state 
receive as high a wage, or higher, 
than those in any other state. 

There are some who say that la- 
bor unions are hitting back at 
California agriculture for having 
led in an attempt. to establish. the 
Right To Work Law last fall. I 
doubt this, because the present 
campaign calls for organization of 
agricultural workers on a national 
basis regardless of the activities of 
employers with right to work leg- 
islation. 

It is reported that the campaign 
to organize agricultural workers 
originated at the AFL-CIO Execu- 
tive Council conference held in 
Puerto Rico some time ago. It is 
also said that George Meany, Mr. 
Labor himself, has hand. picked 
the toughest and most dedicated 
professional labor organizers for 
the job. And it is said all funds 
necessary to do the job will be 
supplied. 

There are danger signs appear- 
ing now which point to trouble in 
the near future. As usual, in ad- 
vance of organizing campaigns, 
rash statements have been made 
which may be carried out by 
actions of the organizers—actions 
which may create irreparable dam- 
mage to the farm economy of this 
state and to the relationship be- 
tween workers and employers. 
This campaign is expected to start 
in the Central Valley. 

Although these statements are 
to be taken with many grains of 
salt, nevertheless they point up 
the dedication of the professional 
organizer to his job regardless of 
the effect union regimentation 
might have on the worker or that 
given segment of the economy. 
Employers — be they farmers, in- 
dustrialists, or businessmen — as 
well as employees must become 
even more dedicated than the or- 
ganizer, if we are to preserve in- 
dividual freedom and equality — 
in fact, this system of government. 

Dr. Sylvester Petro, a New York 
University professor, states suc- 
cinctly in his new book Power Un- 
limited—The Corruption of Union 
Leadership, ‘‘Coercion marks the 
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FREE ESTIMATES

beginning, and corruption the con- 
clusion, of the march of union 
power. The process begins with 
the use of compulsion to secure 
members; thereafter, new and dif- 
ferent coercive devices are used to 
bind the unwilling employees to 
the union. After a union has 
learned the usefulness of coercion 
in increasing membership, it falls 
into the habit of using it in dis- 
putes with employers.”’ 

Employers, as well as em- 
ployees, would do well to read Dr. 
Petro’s book, which is a 323-page 
indictment taken from the McClel- 
lan hearings. Dr. Petro, who par- 
ticipated in CIO organization 
drives in the 1930’s quotes Paul 
Bradshaw, a former union agent, 
ag saying, ‘All there is to say 
about compulsory unionism agree- 
ments is that they are not accept- 
able in a free country. No em- 
ployer should ever agree to one, 
and no legislation should permit 
one . 
pelled to join a union, even if the 
union efforts benefitted him.’ 

Many of us who have watched 
the development of the labor mon- 
opoly agree that we must have 
laws to protect the gains of our 
particular form of industrializa- 
tion on the farm and in the fac- 
tory — laws which may bring us 
closer to the realization of our tra- 
ditional goal... the dignity of 
the individual and his right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

This thought is in the Consti- 
tution of the United States even 
though it is at variance with the 
philosophy of the self-proclaimed 
progressives who cry that adher- 
ence to these old time basic prin- 
ciples is out of date. But there 
are some fundamental principles 
of this republic which, like eternal 
truths, never become out of date, 
and which are apparent at all 
times to liberty loving people. 

In the past 80 years or more, 
during which I have been studying | 
the theory of American democracy 
as a just form of government, I 
have come to the conclusion that 
democracy cannot survive under 
all economic or political condi- 
tions. 

American democracy, in order 
to survive and flourish, must be 
free from the imposition of the 
arbitrary will of men or their or- 
ganizations. Democracy requires 
an' economic system which sup- 
ports the political ideal of liberty 
and equality for all. 

There is much more at stake in 
the unionization of agricultural 
labor than mere increased labor 
costs. Agriculture is one of the 
remaining strongholds where the 
voice of freedom can still be heard 
and where the inherent right of 
the individual to work can still be 
exercised. 

Where will our opposition to 
compulsory unionism lead us? We 
would do well on our farms to see 
that professional organizers find 
no good reason to enroll workers 


. . No man should be com-}\ 
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in their ranks. And, in Washing- 
ton and Sacramento, we must seek 
legislation to provide that the or- 
ganization of agricultural work- 
ers, is made in the public interest 
and that these workers retain open 
membership policies with an ade- 
quate degree of responsibility of 
leaders to the desires of the mem- 
bers.

SACRAMENTO, July 23 — The 
1959 planted acreage of cotton in 
California is estimated at 900,000 
acres, up 20 percent from last 
year. In 1958, 750,000 acres were 
planted and the 1948-57 average 
is 959,000 acres. The acreage 
planted this year is the largest 
since 1953. 

The record high was 1,406,000 
acres planted in 1952. The total 
allotment acreage available for 
cotton farms was 913,975 acres, 
including 180,024 allotment acres 
added by choice ‘“‘B” farms. 

Prospects were very satisfactory 
on July 1. High temperatures in 
June were favorable. Cotton is 
making rapid growth. It isin the 
bloom stage with a good set of 
bolls showng. Growers are irri- 
gating and cultivating. Control 
of lygus and mite infestations has 
been effective. Cotton was plant- 
ed earlier than usual; made pos- 


sible by the dry, warm spring 
weather. Stands are good except 
in some of the earliest planted 
fields. 4 i 

For Nevada, the 3,500 acres 
planted compares with 3,200 acres 
in 1958 and 1,600 acres, the 1948- 
57 average. The total allotment 
of 8,416 acres includes 73 acres 
added by choice “B’’ farms. 

For the United States, the 15,- 
890,000 acres planted compares 
with 12,379,000 acres in 1958 and 
22,444,000 acres the 1948-57 aver- 
age.

Its enactment was made 
possible by several years of legis- 
lative study of the increasing dam- 
age which uncontrolled discharge 
of sewage and industrial wastes 
was inflicting on fish and wild- 
life, recreational areas, and com- 
munity values generally. 

As enacted, the statute provid- 
ed for a’ state water pollution 
board, and for a number of re- 
gional boards, each with responsi- 
bility for a specifi¢ area of the 
state. These boards were given 
limited powers to control the dis- 
charge of sewage or wastes into 
waters within their areas and to 
enforce their authority, when nec- 
essary, through the courts. 

Ten years of experience under 


dents. The constant growth of our 
population, the rapid strides of 
our industry, and the steady rise 
in per capita uge of water indicat- 
ed, however, that there was need 
for mprovement in the law. Small 
boat increases added another facet 
to the problem. 

An Assembly interim subcom- 
mittee on bay and water pollution 
set up in 1957 devoted almost two 
years to the matter.

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measure at the 1959 session to 
make major revisions in ‘the pre- 
vious water pollution control act. 
The bill was amended. several 
times during its progyess through 
the Legislature, but passed both 
houses by substantial margins, and 
since has been signed by the Gov- 
ernor. 

The revised law makes four 
basic changes intended to strength- 
en the regional water pollution 
control boards and to increase the 
effectiveness of their authority 
over discharge of sewage and in- 
dustrial wastes into the waters 
of the state. 

First, a specific declaration of 
state policy with respect to dis- 
posal of wastes in water was writ- 
ten into the statute. It states 
that because of widespread de- 
maind and need for the full utiliza- 
tion of the water resources of the 
state for beneficial uses,-discharge 
of wastes shall be so regulated as 
to achieve the highest quality of 
water consistent with maximum 
benefit to the people. 

Second, membership on each re- 
gional board was broadened to in- 
clude two additional representa- 
tives, one from a recognized non- 
governmentalk organization asso- 
ciated with both recreation and 
wild-life, the other a representa- 
tive of the general public. The 
direct representation of the public 
and of recreational groups on 
these boards is indicative of their 
concern with water pollution. 

Third, the regional boards were 
given authoity to protect sensitive 
areas from water discharge of any 


kind, and to limit discharge to less 
than full capacity of the waters 
And fourth, the boards

were relieved of the need to prove 
that pollution is being created by 
violation of the law before abate- 
ment action can be taken in court.

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HOME USE OF "CANNING POWDERS" SAID. 


UNSAFE BY TULARE COUNTY HOME ADVISOR 


By Mary Ruth Dewey 
Home Advisor 

VISALIA, July 23 — It is not 
safe to use “canning powder’’ or 
an ingredient like an aspirin tab- 
let to preserve food when canning. 

Chemical preservatives, such as 
salicylic acid, sodium benzoate, 
and “canning powders” should be 
avoided in home canning any kind 
of food. These chemicals vary in 
their effects on the human body; 
some are more harmful than oth- 
ers. Therefore, the safe way for 
the home canner is to process 
foods adequately with heat and 
not use chemical preservatives. 

Chemical preservatives, besides 
being a health hazard, are unsatis- 
factory substitutes for heat treat- 
ment. All the chemicals named, 
including benzoate of soda, are of 
doubtful effectiveness under the

They prevent or retard the 
growth of certain groups of organ- 
isms, but are ineffective against 
others. Experiments have shown 
that some of the chemicals do not 
prevent the production of the 
deadly toxin of the botulinus bac- 
illus. 


In’ commercial food preservation, 
chemical preservatives either are 
not allowed at all or are legal only 
if used in very small amounts in 
certain foods. It is unwise to use 
a method in home preservation 


which is considered unsafe in com- 


mercial practice.

HOG INDUSTRY

STOCKTON, July 23 — An im- 
portant meeting at which the 
foundation of a greatly expanded 
California hog industry may be

30. <All farmers and others in- 
terested in increasing the state’s 
hog production are invited to at- 
tend. 

The meeting, which will be held 
in the Hotel Stockton, starting at 
10 a.m., is sponsored by the Cali- 
fornia Farm Bureau Federation, 
its marketing affiliates and sev- 
eral other statewide organizations 
interested in developing the econ- 
omic potential of California agri- 
culture. Louis A. Rozzini, of Clem- 
ents, Federation president, will 
preside. 

Sponsors, in addition to the Fed- 
eration, include the California 
Hay, Grain and Feed Dealers 
Assn., California Veterinary Medi- 
cal Assn., Western States Meat 
Packers Assn., Valley Livestock 
Marketing Assn., University of 
California College of Agriculture 
and Agricultural Extension Senv- 
ice and Fresno State College. 

Interest in expanding the State’s 
hog production derives from these 
recent developments: 

1. Meat packers in California, 
which imports about 95 per cent 
of all the pork which Californians 
consume, have been shut off from 
their supply of live hogs for 
slaughter by a change in railroad 
and truck freight rates and the 
packers must develop a new, local 
supply. 

2. New assembly-line methods 
appear to permit raising hogs 
profitably on a large scale in Cali- 
fornia usMg available local feed 
grains, some of which are surplus. 

The. possibilities presented by 
this situation will be thoroughly 
explored from all angles at the 
July meeting in Stockton. Some 
of the subjects which wil be cov- 
ered by experts include produc- 
tion, manpower and equipment; 
feed availability; financing; mar- 
keting; animal health and the 
packers’ needs.

basis, subject to approval by the 
Army engineers. 

And arrangements were also 
made with the engineers long ago 
to develop the Tule river bed be- 
low Success dam into an outdoor 
recreation area to replace Bartlett 
park, 

What about county problems? 

“Well, we’ve had plenty of them 
ever since I’ve been on the board,” 
Moore says. ‘“But they’re differ- 
ent now. More and more our 
county problems come about 
through a constant trend toward 
state and federal encroachment 
into county affairs. When these 
higher government administra- 
tions drop down to the county 
level with the purpose of solving 
a problem, they inevitably create 
more problems. I don’t know the 
eventual answer, but I’m convinc- 
ed that government closest to 
home is the best government.”’ 

One of the first projects that 
Moore participated in, actually be- 
fore he was seated as a member of 
the board, was the establishing of 
the Federal Aid Secondary road 
system in Tulare county — a proj- 
ect that was accomplished through 
county-wide cooperation between 
supervisors, county and city plan- 
ning commissions and chambers of 
commerce. 

During his nearly 11 years as a 
supervisor, Moore has been one of 
those instrumental in development 
of this system as the county’s ma- 
jor roads. 

Other specific developments 
within the county in which Moore 
has played a greater or less part 
include: Construction of county 
buildings in communities through- 
out the county; planning and co 
struction of the new county court- 
house and health center; construc- 
tion of fire stations at Springville 
and Strathmore; improvement of 
facilities at the Sequoia home, the 
county hospital and the Spring- 
ville hospital; the planning of the 
new county jail; location and con- 
struction of the Plano bridge 
across the Tule river; planning, 
improvement and realigning of 
highway 190 in the Success dam 
area, and of the Frazier valley 
road. 

Why did he retire at this time? 

“I guess I’m tired,’ Moore says. 
“T want to take it easy for awhile, 
then spend more time with my 
own business. And it looks now 
as if I’ll have to go into a hospital 
sooner or later for a Knee oper- 
ation.”’

WHEN RODGERS Moore re- 
signed from the board of. super- 
visors last Thursday, our phone 
immediately got hot as the rumors 
spread. Word along the avenue 
seemed to be that a big deal was 
cooking: Moore was to take over 
as Porterville’s city manager, 
Charles Cummings, Porterville’s 
present city manager whose resig- 
nation becomes effective Septem- 
ber 15, was to be appointed to 
Moore’s supervisor post. 


WE CAN answer half the ru- 
mor. Moore will not be Porter- 
ville’s new city manager. 


WE CANNOT answer the other 
half, for the vacancy on the board 
of supervisors created by Moore’s 
resignation, will be filled by Gov- 
ernor Edmund G. Brown. 


AND, WHILE the supervisors 
are elected on a non-partisan 
basis, it is not likely that the ap- 
pointment will be non-partisan. 


KNOWING SOMETHING of 
practical political procedures our- 
selves, We can only assume that the 
governor will appoint a Democrat 
to the supervisor vacancy; only a 
very strong move by Democrats 
themselves in favor of a Republi- 
can would change this. 


AND HOW will the governor 
decide on a man? Well, he will 
no doubt accept the advise of the 
active party Democrats in Tulare 
county, and more particularly 
those in the Porterville and Lind- 
say area. And rumor has it that 
there is a bit of scurrying around 
by more than several persons to 
gain the official Democrat nod.
